Washington, July 2b. 
President 
Wilson today, in a personal state 
ment addressed to his fellow conn 
IryiAcn denouncing mob spirit and 
moh action, called upon the Nation 
to show the World that, while it 
fights for detnocroey on 
foreign 
fields, it is not destroying democ­ 
racy at home. 
The Preside! n referred not al­ 
one to moh action against those 
suspected o fbeing enemy alien or 
clii'tn v sympathizers; lie denounc­ 
ed most emphatically mob action 
of all sorts, especially lynching, 
and while he did not refer specifi­ 
cally to lynching of negroes in the 
South its kind that he included 
them in his characterisation 
of 
moh spirit as “ a blow at the heart 
of ordered law ami 
human .jus­ 
tice.” 
It is known that the lynching of 
negroes, as well as attacks upOB[ 
suspects of being enemies or sym­ 
pathizers, have been used by the 
German propagandist throughout 
Central and South America as well 
as in Europe to contend that the 
pretensions of the United S ta t e s as 
a champion of democracy are a 
sham. 
Deeply concerned by the 
situation the President decided to 
address his fellow countrymen and 
that every moh contributes to <!er 
man lies about the United States 
what her mo-u g ifted liars can not 
by way of calttm 
ny 
The President ’s statement in full 
follows f 
- 
‘ My fellow-Uountrymeii: 1 take 
the liberty of addressing you up 
on a subject which so vitally at 
feet- the honor of the Nation and 
tin* very character and integrity 
>f our i n s t i t u t i o n s that I trust you 
will think me justified in speaking 
very plainly about it. 
Lynchers Emulate German Ex­ 
ample. 
“ I allude to the 
moh 
spirit 
which has recently here and there 
er\ frequently shown its head 
among us, not in any single region, 
but in many and widely separated 
parts o f the cou n try. 
There have 
>een many lynching", and every 
one of them ha> been a blow at the 
heart of ordered law and humane 
justice. No man w ho loves Amer­ 
ica, no man who really cares for 
her fame and honor and character 
or who is truly loyal to her insti­ 
tution", can justify 
mob action 
while the courts of justice are op­ 
en and the 
bovcnime.*) of 
the 
States and the Nation are ready 
and able to do their duty . 
“ We are at this vary moment 
fighting lawless passion. Germany 
has outlawed herself among the 
Nations, because she has disregard 
ed the snared obligations of law 
ly tie hers of her ar­ 
mies. 
Lynchers emulate her dis­ 
graceful example. 
I for my part 
am anxious to sat* every eommun- 
itv in America rise above that lev­ 
el, with pride and a fixed resolu ­ 
tion which no man or sat ot men 
can afford to despise. 
“ We proudly claim to be the 
champions of Democracy. 
It we 
really are in dee 1 and in truth, 
let us see to it that we do not dis­ 
credit our own. 
1 say plainly that 
«•very American who takes part in 
til,* countenanc* is no

son 
of this great democracy, but its 
betrayer and does more to disered 
it her hy that single disloyalty to. 
her standards of law and of right 
than the word" pf her statesmen ^ 
or of the sacrifices ot her heioie 
boys in the trenches ran do to 
make suffering people believe her 
to be their savior. 
How shall we 
recommend democracy to the ac­ 
ceptance of other peoples, if we 
disgrace our own by proving it is.
